BARRELS WILL GO UP 


AGREEMENT TO ADVANCE THE 
PRICE THREE CENTS. 


MASTER COOPERS’ MEETING. 


New Rate Will Go Into Effect Jan. 1, 
and There Will Be No Deviation 
From It. 


A barrel of flour, or cornmeal, or apples, 
or potatoes, or most anything good to eat 
is going to cost more in the year 1900 than 
it did in the year 1899, 

It’s all because of the fact that the barrel 
will be more highly valued in 8t. Louis 
than it ever was before. The price was 
advanced at a meeting of master coopers 
Wednesday afternoon and the advance will 
go into effect on Jan, 1. 

All of the St. Louis coopers have agreed 
to raise their prices and it is stated there 
will be no deviation from the scale fixed 
upon, 


The agreement reached at Wednesday 
afternoon's meeting was that hereafter, be- 
sinning Jan. 1, a uniform addition of 3 
cents each should be made on all barrels of 
the class known to the trade as slack coop- 
erage 

This includes all light-weight, wooden- 
hooped barrels, such as are used to con- 
tain flour, vegetables and provisions. The 
price of whisky, wine and molasses bar- 
rels is not affected.

G. F. Meyer, nheubdcat of the St. 
Cooperase Co., presided at the meeting. 

One 6f the master Coopers who was pres- 
ent said to the Post-Dispatch Thursday: 
“We regarded this step as absolutely neces« 
sary for the protection of the trade. There 
has n a steady advance in the price of 
material for slack barrels, though tight 
poeparage is not much more expensive than 
it was formerly. Staves, hoops and heads 
cost more than they ever have. 

@ reason for this advance ts stated 
to be that timber is becoming scarce. 
Nearly all of the wood used tn light bar- 
rels comes from the North and Northwest 
and it is rapidly disappearing. In th 
country saw mills are springing up eve 
where and there is a constantly increasing 
demand for the timber for other uses. The 
problem confronting us was this: Cer- 
tain prices were demanded for the timber 
converted Into heads, staves and hoops. 
If we refused to pay these prices the 
timber would be converted to other uses,

Cne Result of the Post-Dispatch Arti- 
cles Concerning Crime in 
St. Louis. 


Az a direct result of the article in 
Wednesday's Post-Dispatch regarding the 
erime which prevails in the city, grafters 
and loafers were driven from the Four 
iCourts Building Thursday morning, 

| As a result the proceedings in the First 
Distriet Police Court Thursday were ag or- 
derly and as decorous as are the proceed- 
ings in any of the higher courts. And the 
corridors of the Four Courts Building were 
so changed that they were scarcely recog- 
nizable. The reputable citizen whose busi- 
ness reqired his presence at police head- 
quarters or in the criminal courts could 


traverse the halls without having to el- 
bow his way through crowds of mendi- 
cants and men who the police say are 
crooke. 

When Judge Sidener ascended the bench 
| Thursday morning’ he sent for Chief Deputy 
| Marshal Fred H. Smith. All of the court 
officials were at their stations, and were 
ready for the daily grind. There was a hum 
of expectancy when Judge Sidener said 
preceedings would not be begun for a few 
'-moments. When Marshal Smith approached 
the bench Judge Sidener said: 

“Mr. Smith. an official of the Police De- 
partment has said in the public print that 
this court is made headquarters by gangs 
of crooks, criminals and thieves, and that, 
safe in this court, they laughed at the efforts 
of the pelice to arrest them. 

“Mr. Marshal, I want the courtroom 
cleared of all persons who have no legiti- 
mate business here. Defendants and wit- 
nesses wil: not be disturbed nor put to 
the slightest ineonvenience here. If among 
the others there be thieves or crooks, as 
the police have said, I want them driven 
cut of this place and sent out where the 
po.ice can arrest them.” 

When Judge Sidener began making his 
remarks the big basement courtroom Was 
filled with a motley crowd of men and 
women, numbering about 300. When Chief 
Deputy Marshal Smith and his assistants 
began the execution of the judge's order 
ut least 200 arose, amazement depicted on 
their faces, and shuffied out into the cor- 
ridors that are under the control of the 
police department, 

There yet remained in the courtroom @ 
few well dressed men who have been in at- 
tendance at court every morning for years. 
Sometimes they go on bonds, and they are 
known around the Four Courts as graft- 
ers. 

“Mir. Marshal, I eee there are yer some 
men in the courtroom whose business here 
{ doubt is legitimate.’ said Judge Sidener. 

“This order to c.ear the court-room of 
objectionabie characters applies.to graft- 
ers as well as to these more unfortunate 
characters. When these men are removed 
the docket will be calied.’’ 

There was some more amazement ob- 
served. Some cf the men approached were 
inclined to argue with the marshals, but 
their objections were overruled and the 
grafters joined the hoboes out in the cor- 
ridors. The petice eat throughout the un- 
usual proceeding with their molths open 
and their eyes staring. 

When the courtroom was cleared there 
was a startling array of empty benches 
and a large amount of quietude, 

Some policeman went to police headquar- 
ters, and C. H. Jones, Chief Campbell's pri- 
vate secretary, Was informed of the court’s 
action. A citizen who was present when 
the policeman made his report told Mr. 
JoneS that the crowd that had been dr ven 
from the courtroom was blockading the 
passageways of the building and 5 a 
| person could scarcely push his way thr& gh. 

Mr. Jones at once ordered a squad of po- 
lice from the Central District to clear the 
| corridors. With drawn clubs the police 
' moved on the crowd, It was not necessary 
| to use the clubs. The crowd gave way slowly 
_and walking up the big iron stairway filed 
Out into the street. 

A policeman in uniform was kept at the 
Four Courts entrance all morning and the 
groups of loungers that have congregated 
all winter about the radiators were miss- 
ing for one day.

One of these was at Fort Worth, Tex., be- 
fore there was a railroad there. Fort Worth 
and Cleburns were rival towns, but the 
sprinter of the former always managed to 
win.

I was entered under an assuined name. I 
went there, and the betting was very heavy.

Mr. Bene has the faculty of always get- 
ting a winning team together, and no mat- 
tetr what company he has traveled in in 
the past the team under his management 
has always fin.shed well up in front. He 
will take several of the best of the local 
players with him in his latest venture, and 
will, in fact, draw the most of his talent 
from this direction. 


At Louisville on Friday night a mass 
meeting of baseball enthusiasts will be held 
at Larry Gatto’s. The meeting is to be 
held for the purpose of organizing a base- 
ball association that is to have nothing to 
do with the National League or syndicate 
baseball methods.

They’ were mere purveyors of scan- 
dal—and scandal of a kind that smelled to 
heaven.” 


The Detroit Free Press man, anent the 
situation in the baseball world, says: 
“There is yet a chance of a rival league 
taking the fleld. e major League mag- 
nates would like to push Brooklyn off the 
baseball map, and if Hanlon and his busi- 
ness associates are firm in their refusal 
to pay the fine imposed in the Wrigley 
case, a split-up is in sight.
